It occurred Sunday and almost led to a 
riot. A few Sundays ago the deacona 
were severely criticised by Dr. Johnson, 
the new pastor. Mr. Tulloy, ono of the 
deacons, dtirkired ho would avenge it and 
he wrote, it is said,to the old borne of Dr. 
Johnson in Kansas, and received aome 
information that reflected on the min- 
ister, and especially on his wife. At the 
close of the Doctor's aertnou last Hun- 
day Tulloy read the letter and a. tfroat 
commotion followed. 


Mrs. Johnson slipped from the church 


unnoticed and BOOH returned with a 
huggy whip in her hand. 
Hushing at 


Tulloy flbo administered u severe kali- 
ing before the astonished parishioners. 
Tulley wan badly beaten. In the gen- 
eral row that followed Mrs. Tulley ee- 
cured a whip and began to apply it to 
her husband's assailant, and when 
finally pulled off Ah-a. Johnson was nn- 
conGcious. Tho two women were ar- 
rested and have since been fined. The 
cases urn still in court and aro causin 
much excitement.

Jones of Arkansas and Smith of 
New Jersey, Democrats, each represent- 
ing tho inlmential element in the major- 
ity of the senate, presented plans for 
meeting tho currency complication.

Smith's providing for a temporary bond 
isflue pending an investigation by u 
monetary commisttion composed of sen- 
ators, members of the house and civil- 
ians, while Jones' plan provides for a 
bond issue and the conditional roatora- 
tion of silver.

Suit was commenced yoaterday in tlie 


tmperior court iigainet ex-County Clerk 
W. A. Shepherd, to compel him to re- 
convey laud which it IB alloyed ho ob- 
tained through deceit, misrepresentation 
and fraud. The plaintiff it) Mrs. Muttio 
E. Leach, and her attorneys are Saylo & 
Coldwell and A. C. Williams. 


Tho complaint is a long one, and re- 


;ites fully tho grounds on which tho suit 
is brought, in substance UB followti: 
It 


states that Mrs. Leach ia ignorant of 
business principles, and ia not able to 
manage her affairs properly. For that 
reaaon aho employed W. A.', Shepherd as 
her agent to take charge of her affairs 
nnd conduct them to her best interests. 
This waa in 189;!, and earlier. She had 
confidence in MB honeaty and business 
integrity, and relied on him. 


On March -1, 1893, aho was the owner 


of $12,000 worth of stock in tho Pacific 
States Loan, Savings and Building Com- 
pany; but owed on it about $1000. She 
owned a number of valuable lota in 
Freauo, and had given a mortgage on 
curtnin of them aa security for what aha 


wed on the stock. 
She saye that on March 4th "W. A. 


Shepherd told her that the Pacific States 
Loan, Savings and Building Company 
was insolvent, and that her stock was of 
no value. He further told her that her 
creditors 
were 
about 
to 
proceed 


against 
her 
and 
would take her 


real estate. Tho company in which sho 
owned the stock, 119 he informed her, 
would, for $lOOi>, tho balance due, re- 
lease the stock and cancel tho mortgage 
on the lots. Ua advised her to doit, 
and then to turn the stock and the lota 
ovor to himself for aafo keeping. She 
not having the money at hand to pay 
the $1000, he agreed to sell some part of 
her property aud pay it off, then redeed 
to her tha balance in threo or four 
mo nth 3.
